duty a 
destroyer 
sighted 
a ^-periscope 
four hundred 
yards off. Immediately ringing 
full 
speed ahead 
the 
commanding officer 
headed his craft to pass a few yards 
ahead of the submarine. As the de- 
stroyer 
passed 
over the 
U-boat's 
course, a depth charge was dropped. 
This evidently caused damage to th-: 
U-boat, 
which 
shortly 
afterward 
bicached (came to the surface) about 
50C yards away. 
"Firo was immediately opened on the 
submarine by two of our 
destroyers 
which circled about their target. 
"The submarine did not return the 
tlre'and was evidently disabled. 
One 


of the destroyers got a line to her, iu 
tending to tow her, but the boat soon 
sank."

each additional child. 
One more example. 
If a man has 
no wife and has one child, that child 
gets only $5 a month from the gov- 
ernment.

sory, the allowances from the govern- 
ment are obtained only on application. 
Jn such cases, which relate to parents, 
brothers sisters or grandchildren, only 
If dependent, the soldier or sailor must 
allot one-seventh of his pay.

•will be expedient to elect six mem- 
bers at large, making the board fif- 
teen. 
Out of .such a board the city 


•would always have a reasonable num- 
ber of good 
and capable 
men who 


would protect its interests against 
those of a different stamp. 


It would not be necessary for the 


members of this 
body to devote all 


their time to the job. 
One meeting 


a week would be sufficient and if the 
salary were eliminated, there would 
no longer be any difficulty in getting 
representative business men to seek 
election, as many such are willing to 
serve the city, but not to enter a dis- 
graceful scramble for a salaried po- 
sition in the municipal council. 


The mayor should 
have increased 


powers including the right to veto 
the acts of the council. 
He should 


receive a salary befitting the position 
of a real municipal executive.

main factor in the

Already the. conimi5sion: which in- 


cludes eight public health officers, sev- 
en bacteriologists, three chemists, and. 
two United States agricultural experts, 
has found, in many cities that because 
of the increase in prtcei—• 
Milk has been entirely discontinued 
among: many poor families. 
That baby foods, evaporated or con- 
densed milk, macaroni, bread, tea and 
even coffee are being substituted. 
That in other families especially in 
New York, Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton, 
cheaper milk of poor quality is 
being purchased for 
Infant 
feeding1, 
with the result that there is increased 
mortality from diarrhoeal diseases. 
That with the continuance of this 
custom, a mortality from malnutri- 
tion more marked even than the mor- 
tality from diarrhoeal diseases will be 
noted. 
That, all reports to the contrary, 
there is no general decrease of the 
milk supply in the United States. 
l,ii fact, tho commission 
has found 
that in. many localities the handling of 
the unusual surplus of milk is em- 
barrassing. 
This is particularly true 
"in 
Illinois 
New York, Pennsylvania 
and "Washington. 
This surplus, or much of it, is due 
to decreased consumption, there being 
from a 6 to 40 per cent decrease In 
many large cities varying in accord 
with local conditions.

grrades of milk or condensed milk and 
patent foods. 
Since then many moth- 
ers, learning of the dang>r 
of this 
practice, are making- sacrifices to pay 
the price for better prrades of milk, 
and a decrease In mortality In this city 
already Is noted. 
As the continued decreased 
con- 
sumption and increasing: cost of milk 
will eventually without special control 
interfere with proper infant feedins in 
this country, thereby Increasing infant 
morbidity and mortality and as the 
conservation of child Ufa is as im- 
portant as the casualty rat* of the 
war and will constitute our greatest 
asset for the future, tha commission 
will recommend that the federal food 
administrator be urged to have main- 
tained an adequate supply of cow's 
milk of proper quality ana at a rea- 
sonable price for maternity and in- 
fant feeding.

Southwest of Cambrai. the

ment says, the English again sought a 
decision. 
A strong attack on Inchy

WASHINGTON. Nov. 24.—-Officials of 


this government regard the Bolsheviki 
move for an armistice between Russia 
and her enemies and the 
opening of 


Immediate peace negotiations as an act 
that would place Russia almost in the 
list of unfriendly nations. 
Press despatches telling of the peace 


movement were confirmed by a cable- 
gram from Ambassador 
Francis, 
re- 


ceived yesterday at the state depart- 
ment. 
It is said that Leon Trotzky. 
national commissioner for foreign af- 
fairs in the 
Bolsheviki 
government, 


had sent formal notification to diplo- 
mats at Petrograd that his government 
had proposed an armistice, with a view 
to immediate peace negotiations. 
It was pointed out that should these 
negotiations be successful, it would be 
most difficult to deal with Russia as a 
neutral country, in view of the posi- 
tion she has held as an ally of the na- 
tions fighting Germany and the marked 
advantage in the war 
that such a 
ccurae might give the latter country. 
Ambassador Francis has been given 


no instructions to deal with the Bol- 
sheviki government. In reporting to

ir-cve, he made it clear that he had not 
formally acknowledged receipt of the 
trotzky'note. 
He said he had been advised that the 
Sovct congress had adopted a resolu- 
tion instructing generals at tho front 
to enter into negotiations at once with 
the German commanders rcla.tive to a 
three months' armistice, with instruc- 
tions to report to tho congress.
